American Trade. 


Next week the present American Congress 
will begin its last session. For over a 
year it has been devoting nearly all its 
attention to the various controversies 
which arose out of the negotiation of the 
Treaty of Versailles. The Covenant of the 
Léécue-of “Nations has eccapied a major 
portion of its time, with the result that 
home affairs of necessity have been 
In the meanwhile American 
economics have traversed the thorny 
ground which separates war from peace. 
War, with its big orders, fabulous wages, 
fantastic profits, and intensive efforts, has 
come to an end. Peace has brought the 
inevitable reaction. Orders have fallen 
away, .but wages have remained at an 
abnormal! level. Profits have dwindled in 
sympathy with orders, and a slow paralysis 
has crept over industry and trade. This 
process was inevitable, but Congress, 
sincé the Armistice; seems. to have 
been. so. busily engaged in. defeating 
the aims of President ‘Wilson that 
it has had'no time or inclination to set 
its financial house in order. Consequently 
the old system of taxes is still in vogue, 
and its incidence, to a large extent, is 
responsible for the prevalent depression of 
industry. American business men do not 
know how or where they stand. Thestaxes, 


Blood and fire continue to’ mark thet as taxes go, are not excessively high, but 


they are badly distributed. War sources 
still are being tapped freely, while little 
cr no’ pitogress has ben. made with the 
exploration of new ground. Unless the 
present system of taxation is readjusted 
before next March—that is to say, during 
the lifetime of the present Congress—it 
will perpetuate itself for another year 
automatically, and American trade will be 
saddled with a very serious handicap. For 
that reason business men in the States 
are looking forward to the coming session 
with anxiety. They know that Congress 
has allowed a huge mass of pressing busi- 
ness to accumulate during the last year, 
and that it must be settled with 
the utmost despatch. Therefore, they are 
not. very sanguine concerning the official 
safeguarding of their interests. 

When the Republicans assume power in 
March they will take immediate steps to 
‘put their financial policy into force. Their 
idea is to reduce direct taxation and to 
augment their revenue by heavy indirect 
duties. This plan inydlves a general rise 
in tariffs, to which the Democrats are 
definitely opposed.

The Wool Market. 


For some months heavy withdrawals of 
wool, especially cross-bred descriptions, 
have been made at the auction sales in 
London, Hull, and Bradford because of 
the high reserve price imposed by the 
Government, When be was questioned 
in the House’ of Commons last week the 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Munitions evaded this point. During the 
first three months of this year a great 
“boom” was in progress, and manufac- 
turers were ready to pay any price for 
wool. Competition was so brisk that the 
price never fell to the Government 8 
minimum. + Since April, however, the de- 
mand has diminished, and values have 
declined . steadily. At Liverpool, last 
Thursday, 20,515 bales were offered for 
sale, and only 3,000 were purchased. Wool 
can be purchased far more cheaply in 
Australia. South Africa, and South 
America than in England, and the result 
is that much money is being sent out of 
the country.

So large Were the ’ purchases that it 
was at that time nearly impossible to: buy any 
big stones, and small ones were rather inferior 
The larger the diamond, assuming the qualir. 
ot the stones to be equal, the mofe valuable :t 
is by weight. Large stones of first quality 
will often cost two or three times as much pr 
carat as small stones of the same quality. 

A great’ part of the diamond’ and preciou: 
stone trade goes on daily in Berlin during the 
forenoon in cafés known to be the favourits 
haunts of the Schieber, or illicit trader. Wher» 
these stones’ come from is not questioned 
Doubtless, quite often the sale is perievtly 
legitimate, but no one but the supreme expert 
could take the risk of buying in such a way. 
Another way in which the public can acquirq 
diamonds is to buy from.ove of the firms of 
world-wide repute. like Werner, leaving the 
reputation of the firm to guarantee the genuine. 
ness of the stones. This way. of. buying is, 
however, extremely ex ive. Ome pays tor 
the firm’s tame, and can, moréover, only 
buy mounted stones. When ome comes ia 
turn the diamonds injo cash again, one finds 
the énormous gulf that. yawns between buying 
and ema | priec representing a series of 
dead-weight commissions to invermediaries; so 
that in the end the buying of the stones has 
been an unprofitable investment. - There is, 
however, a way. in which the public can buy 
with perfect safety, guarantee of unquestion- 
able origin, and at a genuine price. 

In Germany all the gold aud silversmiths, 
workers in platinum, diamond and _ jewe! 
dealers, are formed into ome association. This 
body controls the trade.. Precious stone dea'- 
ing is @ business in whieh an ¢€xtraordinar» 
number of law cases arisé over dispute 
genuineness of the stones dealt in, and no othed 
way of regulating such disputes is possible than 
the founding of a testing laboratory. Only 
one such laboratory exists in Geérmany-- 
perhaps in all Europe. Tt is in Berlim, and *< 
the official Edlsteinpriifatelle (office for tha 
testing of precious stones) of the Gold and 
Silver Smiths’ Association. 

The lahoratory itself is quite diminutive in 
size, as laboratories go, but is a marvel of mu 
genuity. In this laboratory not only diamonds 
are tested, but all kinds of stones, as wel! as 
precious metals. To illustrate the scope of tha 
work, perhaps, it will snffico to deseribe the 
| testing of a diamond. If a specimen ts sev! 
in to the laboratory to be tested, it must be 
returned to the sender completely uninjured, 
whether it is a genuine diamond or not. Henes 
no test likely to injure any+kind of stone can 
be applied. The quickest test of. all is te 
subject the stones to the action of cathode rat 
in a vacuum. In the laboratory is a larg 
apparatus with air pump attached. The stones 
fo be tested are laid on @ tiny meta’ table 
and the glass bulb is fitted over the table. Air 
is withdrawn from the bulb with the pump, 
and the electric current turned. on. The 
current s acroes the gap between the 
electrodes, transporied by particles of meta) of 
inconceivable minuteness. and the impinging 
of these particles. on the various kinds of 
stones causes the molecules to vibrate and giva 
off light characteristic in colour fon each kind 
of stone. The. diamond glows a beautiful! 
sky-blue colour. The various imitations show 
other colours, or, as in the case of .g'ass, giva 
no colour at all. That test in itself is abso. 
lutely conclusive, and ean be completed in five 
minutes. 

Another uniqne property of the diamond 
utilised in testing, is what is called the “ra 
fractave index” of the diamoud, This is tha 
capacity that transparent substances have of 
bending a beam of Jight, more or less, according 
| as they are optically denser or rarer than air, 
This refractive effect is best ebsegved when a 
beam of light passes through ea dust-laden 
atmosphere into water, Its path is complete!s 
changed. Diamond is the most highly refractive 
of all solid substances. Its brilliancy is due to 
this property,.for +t is so cut that all the light 
passing in by all the facets is refracted and rv- 
flected inside the stone tii} it is all compelled tc 
pass out by one facet. The test of the refra:

| weighted point. The nature of the sione can 
then be told. As the observation is made micro- 
: scepically, the scratch is too fine to have anv 
effect on the value of the stone. Other pro 
perties, such as the weight compared with that 
of the same volume of pure water, are used for 
| comparison. In the ease of other stones, such 
es rubies and aepehizes, they can be prepared 
artificially in the electuic furnace, and no differ- 
ence whatever can be detected except by the 
microscope and photography. The natural stons 
are irregular in formation; the artificial conta's 
tiny, dr gá arranged bubbles. 

But the genuineness of the gtoné is only ''a 
first requisite quality. Many a stone is slightly 
damaged, and the defect is concealed by the 
setting. Many a stone, nerfectsin shape, is of 
smallest value because of its: tinge of colour.
